The Constantinople and Anwora Governments Lave not yet 
some to an agreement on the question of the former baing répresent- 
ed at Laveanne, to which Angora vigorously objects.

Captain Arrives in 
Hongkong. .

A TSRILLING STORY. 


The Captain of the as, Tung- 
shing, which was lost in heavy 
seas off Hainan on October 22nd... 
and regarding whom there waaa 
fear that he, with 14 members of 
‘the crew, hac perished, arrived 
safely in Hongkong this morning, 
a passenger on the s.s. Haimuc. 
Tt willbe remernbered that when 
the as. Nairung came into port 
aboul s week ago she brought 
with her’ three boat-loads of 
the! crew of the ‘Tungshing, 
and teported that a fourth 
boat-losd, including the Captain, 
was missing.- The Tungshing 
herself had foundered in heavy 
seas. aod great anxiety was fait 
for tha safety of Capt. J. Ferrar 
and the others who were with 
him. 

Captain Ferrar, who was seen 
this morning by x Telegraph 
representative, bad a thrillicg 
stary to tell. He reported that 
his vessel, of 786 tons nett, left 
Toursine on October 20th. with a 
cargo of 300 tons, one bag of mail 
and five passéncers. He was 
due to call at Hoibow on his 
way back to Hongkong. The 
weather was fine and clear. with 
a slight swell. He made for 
Hainan Island, but on October 
31st. the weather got heavier, the 
barometer was ‘alling and the 
ship began to labour bard. He 
ordered the engineers to go full 
speed, but as the boat was tossing 
so, they kad to run the engines 
slow. At 9.30 am. on the 220d. 
he dropped anchor off Hainan 
Istand in 30 fathoms, there 
being 2 big sea and the 
weather not improving. The 
veasel was making water and he 
ordered all hands to the pumps. 
‘Tbe pumps became blocked and 
he setthe man on to ciear them. 
The vesssl was listing and he 
ordétéd some of the. cargo to ba 
removed and some of it to. be 
thrown overboard. Some time 
later: the Chief Engineer 
reported a very heavy lesk- 
‘age, and. in spite of all 
| bands being put on the 
i pamps and having to resort to the 
\use of buckets, the water gained 
lateadily until ail the auxiliary 
engines were put out of action. 
The fires were put cut out shortly 
afterwards. At 11.30 2&m. 
matters were 80 critical that 
he ordered sill bands on 
deck and allotted them their 
boats and statioa. They then 
wert back to their work of bail- 
ing.’The weather continged very 
thick and by 5am. on the 22nd. 
there were six feet of water inthe 
ship, which had taken a heavy 
starboard list, By daylight, the 
skip was labouring and be 
noticed that the foremast, 
funnel and  mainmast were 
out of alignment, which told him 
that the ship waa breaking up. 
He Iater ordered everyone on 
deck again and prepared to take

How to Choose A Wireless 
Set. , 


Sveaking at the Radio Exhibi- 
tion in Londow.- Mr. AL PL OM. 
Fien:ing, of #4- Mezropotitan 
Vickers Company,. gave some 
advice to those who intend to 
make “listening in” one ‘of 
their pastimes during the winter 
months. : 

The choice of an appropriate 
“set” he said, deserve} carefu} 
consideration. Attention should 
be given to the.distance from the 
broadcasting station, whether is: 
was desired to work with indoor . 
‘or outdoor aerials or an indeor 
receiving loop, whether head tele. 
phones or loyd speakers were to 
be employed, and whether it was 
cesired to receive at times fre 
distant stations, _ , 

On those important questions 
the decision as to the use ofa 
crystal or valve set would bave 
to be made. It was difficult to 
fix any limit as to range, sinee 
this depended a good deal on 
climatic conditions, which would 
bo better in the winter and at night 
shan «the daytime and in sum- 
mer. : . 

As far.as American experience 
went the best. crystal sets 
could not. be relied on under 
all conditions for ranges beyond 
the order of 10 or 15 miles, 
although success bis beec 
obtained over very much longer 
ranges. Ore tbe other hand the 
crystal set was cheap, reliable, 


“lafforded good reproduction, and 


whore the range was satisfactory 
was an excellent sat for the be 
ginnerin broadcasting reception. 
The valve set, on. the other 
hand, had a moch longer range, 
and if properly designed could be 
tuned more sharply ‘to give 
selective reception, but was 
sumawhat more expensiva to 
maintain and complicated te 
bandle, " - 
Sets should bs chosen which 
were as eelf-contained as 
possible, with no loose wiring or 
conplicated arrangements. The 
tuning conditions should be sueh 
a3 to enable the effacts of « 
disturbing station to be eliminat- 
ed fairly sharply. In the matter 
of head phones, doable phones~ 
were always to barecowmended -. 
For loud speakers mach could be 
done by improvising existing 
gramophone horns; which, by 
directing the sound, give an ap- 
Parent increase in loudness, bat 
there was.stit! mech to be done 
in the way of developing ‘s 
satis factory loud speaker.
